1 of, deſires (after he has finiſh'd his Obſerva- 

tions) not to loiter there any longer. And 
why ſhould I linger there, where there is no new 


| Thing. for me to ſee? Since al Things in the 


World are long ſince familiar to my Eyes, and 
J am * ry Day to ſee the ſame Things 
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again? That which is done, is that which ſhall be 
done; and that which hath been, ſhall be; and there 
is no new Thing under the Sun. As in the Compaſs 
of one Day and one Night we ſee all the Courſe 
of Time, and whatſoever followeth is but the 
ſame that goeth before; ſo in the Circuit of a 
few Days, a Man, if he be not idle, may read 
all Hiſtories, in obſerving the Riſe and Fall of 
the Ambitious, the Pride and Atheiſm of Great 


Ones, the Incurfions and Revolutions of States 


by the Change of Princes. Whatſoever Occur- 
rences ſeem ſtrange, they are but the ſame Fa- 


ble acted by other Perſons, and nothing differ- 


ent from thoſe of elder Time, but in the 
Names of the Actors. Who would wonder at 
the preſent Contentions of Brethren, that has 
heard of Cain and Abel? of Eſau and Jacob? 
of Solomon and Adonijab? of Baſſianus and 
Saturninus, Roman Emperors? Or at the Fall 
of Great Ones, who has heard of the Fate of 
Achitopbel, Haman, and Sejanus? Certainly the 
Volume of one Life would afford as much Va- 
riety of Examples, as the long Volumes of 
Antiquity, if we would be diligent to mark 
'em: So that, to my ſeeming, they may be 
compar'd to nothing fitter than to a Wheel ever 
turning in the ſame Faſhion. How can I chooſe 
but be weary of viewing a tedious Repetition 
of Vanity, which in many Years at length be-

Comes a Torment: ? as was well figured by the 
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Poets in the Ball of Sihipbus, whoſe greateſt 
Miſery was the rene wing of his Labours. The 
Iteration of Things, never ſo ſweet and delight- 
ſome to us, will prove at length a continued 
- Succeſſion of Wretchedneſs and Vanity; nay, 
Trouble and Vexation of Spirit. Where the 
unſettled Mind is never at Reft, but toſſed from 
one Defire to another, it finds Content in none. 
As a ſick Man, whoſe Fever makes him weary 
of all Things, defires to change his Bed, and 
ſhift his Side, perſuading himſelf of more Reft 
by that means; yet, having his Mind, is more 
froward than before, and ſtill would be chang- 
ing: So miſerable Man, growing weary of one 
Vanity, longs for another ; and having gotten 
his Defire is no leſs diſcontent, but ſtill craves 
and wiſhes, till oſt- times he wiſhes his own De- 
ſtruction, and preſſes on, like Phaethon, in the 
PFruition of his on Folly. Too often has it 
grieved me to behold Men following their own 
Deſtruction and Perdition; yea, enraged with 
them that would with/ſay or interpoſe-Counſel 
or Authority upon em, till they have embraced 
their on Confuſion by their Wiſhes. Yea, ſo 
miſerable are ſome, that willingly and wittingly 
they run upon their own Deſtruction; like Pliny 
the Elder, Who, knowing the Danger of Mount 
Veſuvio, would adventure ſo nigh the Smoke, 
e ef eyed ee en 
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TuEsE rueful Sights, ſo frequent in my Ob- 
ſervation, have offended me, and now at length 
made me quite weary; ſo. that I defire nothing 
more than the Hour of my Freedom out of 
this Priſon of Mortality, and Diſmiſſion from 
à Theatre of Wretchedneſs. . But before I go 
and depart from hence, the Farewell I pronounce 
to the Whole World, and all the Vanities thereof, 
will eaſe my Heart of its Burden, and confirm 
my Soul in the conceived Hatred of this Bond- 

age, and a Willingneſs to be diſſolv d. — 
- "ATTEND therefore, ye Lovers of this World! 
and ye, whoſe Eyes and Experience has not 
opened, as yet, to the dying Speech of an aged 
and worn-out Man, willing to impart the Bene- 
fit of his long nn. before he finiſh it 

with his Life! | 

I. FAKEWELL, in the firſt place, to Riches, 
Wealth, and large Endowments; Idols of earth- 
Iy Minds, and groveling Affections. Nothing 
mall grieve me to depart from you, the unne- 
ceſſary Barthen of Life, and the Clog of all 
ſpiritual Deſires. How grievouſly have I ſeen 
the Souls of Men afflicted in the-Proſecution of 
you? and yet more miſerable in the Enjoyment, 
than the greateſt Beggar in the Want of you ! 
They have not fared nor flept the better, nor 
enjoy d any Portion of Content or Quiet, nor 
taken any Delight in the Glory and Reſpedt at- 
data their Riches; but the more they have 
raked 


— 
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raked up, the more unquiet and diftaſtefiil has 


been their Life. So juſtly is Avarice. plagued 
in itſelf, that I know not whether be greater; 
the Sin or the Puniſhment: For as it is far 
more miſerable to be drown'd in Sight-of Shore; 


aud ftarve in the greateſt Plenty of Victuals, 


than ſimply to periſh either way; ſo much more 
wretched is he that wants what he has, and is 


a Beggar in his greateſt Abundance, than he 


that begs from Door to Door. This Evil is 
like the Dropſy, that Plague of Tantalus, and 
is ſo far from bringing other Pleaſures with it, 


like other Vices, that it can bear no better 


Compariſon than to that languiſhing Diſeaſe; 
and helliſh Torture. Yea, more miſerable ſhould 
1 deem it than either of theſe, by how much 
the eaſier it is to be remedied, as it is volun- 


tarily embraced : For the Dropſy cleaves ne- 
ceſſarily to the Perſon fo afflifted, and Tamtalus's 


Punilhment is a fatal Doom upon him, not to 


be avoided or removed, and therefore deſerves: 
Pity : But the covetous Madman wilfully af- 
flicts himſelf; and tho? he may be cured by his 
own Reaſon, yet he chooſes rather to ſuffer his 
Affliction: Like a Fool fitting too near the Fire, 
that might be preſently relieved by removing his 
Seat, he had rather turn his Side, and ſhift his 


Shins, and be ſcorch'd till he roar, than budge 


one Foot from his Place! or like a wretched 
Merchant, that in a long Voyage homeward, 
| buaving

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having ſpent all his Victuals, will rather ſtarve 


than open one Basket in his Extremity, tho he 
be Owner of the Goods! God keep me from 
ſuch Dotage; I had rather want Riches, than 
know, how to uſe them; and be poor indeed, 


than feel all the Smarts of Poverty, and yet 


be Rich. Yea, I have learned to eſteeni the 
Abundance of Riches, to be but a more bur- 


thenſome kind of Life, where they are poſſeſsd; 


for they rob a Man of his Quiet, and take 
away his Time, either in the Account of 'em, 
or in the Diſpoſing of em. For what Care is 
there to be had of Rents? What Caution and 
Warineſs to be had of bad Debtors? What 
Fear of Loſſes and Caſualties? What Diſtruſt 
and Suſpicion of our beſt Friends? What Vigi- 
lance and Diligence, that we be not over-charged 
in our Bargains? What Grief, if we be over- 
thrown in our Suits, and vex'd with Fines and 
Amercements? To be brief, what Toil and 
Wearineſs throughout our whole Lives? Ei- 
there we are troubled with getting, or cumber'd 
with keeping, or afflicted and heart-broken with 
loſing, and never at Reſt, paying or receiv-

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Violence and Sacrilege, thro Rivers of Blood, 
innocent or guilty, it makes no Matter, fo it 
may. reach to the Top of its Defire. It blinds 
the Eye of Reaſon, and will not ſuffer us to diſ- 
tinguiſh Friend or Foe, Father or Mother, 
Wife or Siſter ; but if they ſtand in the Way, 
Ambition will A* over them. It deprives 
our Life of Reſt, and ſuffers no Stay in any 
Fortune ; but (like the Way of a Wheel) is 
ever in 3 Motion, up or down. Con- 
tent has no greater Enemy, nor Sleep a more 
profeſs d Adverſary. The Triumph of Mil- 
tiades would not ſuffer Themiſtocles to cloſe his 
Eyes, as Plutarch relates; neither will the wa- 
king Dream of Glory ceaſe to the Ambitious, 
till they ſleep their laſt. Moſt miſerable then 


is the Condition of thoſe whom this reſtleſs 


Diſeaſe has taken in their Pilgrimage thro? the 
Worid. Tho' the bleer- ey d Multitude may 
judge them moſt happy, no Man ſhall perſuade 
me, that Alexander and Cæſar were not moſt 
wretched in their laborious Purſuit of this Sha- 
dow: For how were they caſt from one Part of 
the World to another? How tedious were 
their Journeys to find out their own Puniſhment ! 
their dear- bought Victories! their glorious 
Titles ? ? If you but mark their weariſome 


Trouble and Anxiety, their continual Fears 


and Dangers, the Guilt of ſo much innocent 
Blood ſhed by them, their .miſcrable Feyer 6g 
*Y C2 Am- 
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Ambition, the pitiful Manner of their Deaths. 
(being prick'd like Bladders in the height of 
their Tumour) you will eaſily be of my Opi- 
nion, and think nothing leſs happy than this 
| ſeeming Happineſs. I thank God, I was born 
in a lower Sphere, liv'd in a meaner Prefer- 
ment, and of an inferior Degree. No other 
Honour remains for me to aſpire to, than the 
Honour of the Saints in Heaven : This I daily 
labour for; and tho' I muſt be patient to abide 
Almighty God's Hour, Jet my Soul longs 
earneſtly to be carried * this Celeſtial Ho- 
nour. 

III. FaREWELIL. Pleaſures and carnal De- 
lights, Snares to be avoided in our earthly Pilgri- 
mage; the Quick-ſands, whereon ſo many young 
Men have ſuffer'd Shipwreck. Tho God's Provi- 
dence has hitherto kept me from your Dangers, 

et, whilſt I am on my Journey, I cannot be alto- 
gether ſo ſafe in the Privilege of my Years, as to 
think myſelf exempted from the Power of your 
Chains, becauſe they have not had a Predomi- 
nance over me.

more at that Time, by how much the more 
eager our Adverſary waxes, ſeeing the Goal is 
negtr won. 

Tis a melancholy Reflection, that u we can 
look Dangers boldly in the Face, and endure the 
ſtouteſt Shock of Adverſity, ſtill keeeping our 
Ground; and yet are ſo weak againſt the child- 
iſh Enticements of Pleaſure and Wantonneſs, as 
to give up our Weapons without ftriking a 
Stroke! How ridiculous, how cowardly a Car- 
riage is this, that yields to the weak Enemy, 
and reſiſts the ſtronger ? that can endure the 
greater Labour, and faints at the leſs? How 
ſhould I wonder to ſee a Soldier returning from 


the Victory of the Enemy, to be beaten by a 
Child? to ſee an armed Man run away from a 


naked Cripple ? Samſon, who was ſo ſtrengthened 
by the Spirit of God, that he tore a Lion like 
a Kid, and ſlew a Thouſand Men with a Jaw- 
bone of an Aſs, was not able to reſiſt the weak 
Temptation of Dalilab's Eye; but yielded him- 


ſelf over, at her Entreaty, into the Hands of his 


Enemies | And David, who flew the Lion and 


the Bear, and overthrew the great Goliab with

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| the fame Defence, could not withſtand one 
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Look of Bahſbeba, but gave up his Chaſtity 
at the firſt Onſent, and his Innocence without 
any Reſiſtance! So pernicious is the Nature of

Ii ſee our own Nakedneſs, and rue the Folly of our 
1 Judgments that parted with our Integrity in 
1 Favour of our corrupt Appetite.

| Bor grant, Lord, that I may avoid the Pill 
of Enticement by a ſpeedy Departure from the 
Enticer ; and let my Soul; good God, fly from

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om; the Dream of Self-conceit; the Smoke of 


Vain-glory; the Blaſt of Vanity, which has 
puffed up many till they ſwell beyond their juſt 
Dimenſions, and burſt aſunder. The unprofit- 
able Deſire of Theſe bereaved our firſt Parents 
of Paradiſe, and deprives a Number of their 
Poſterity of their only Happineſs left, (viz.) 
Content and Tranquillity : For when the inſa- 
tiable Thirſt of Science enters, the Soul is loſt. 
What perpetual Diſquiet is it, to long for higher 
and ſtranger Novelties, and never reſt till we 
be confounded in the Multitude of our own In- 
ventions? We reſt not till we have the Cau- 
ſes; nor in the Cauſes, till we have the Prin- 
ciples; nor in the Principles, till we have en- 
tangled ourſelves in the Cobwebs of our own 
Reaſon. From ſenſual Objects, we advance to 
Things intellectual; from Things intellectual, 
we paſs to Things ſupernatural; till the Specu- 
lation becomes too difficult for us, and ſpoils 
the Sight of our Eyes by too much Brightneſs. 
We are not fatisfy'd with the Toilſomeneſs of 
Grammar, the Subtilty of Logick, the Smooth» 
neſs of Rhetorick, the Sweetneſs of Mu/ick, the 
ExaQtneſs of Geometry, and the Curiouſneſs of 
Aftronomy ; but further ſtill we go, till we have 
tired ourſelves with tedious Studies in Philoſo- 
phy and Contemplation of Learning, till we fall 
into a Dropſy by -this-Thirſt of Science, and 
KID never 
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never ceaſe drinking, till we have drunk up our- 
ſelves. The Eye is not ſatisfy d with ſeeing, nor 
the Ear with hearing (faith the Preacher) much 
leſs certainly is the Mind with Underſtanding. 
There are many ſo deluded with a depraved 
Fancy, as to make Science the End of Science, 
and out of a fond Opinion heap Queſtion upon 
Queſtion, never ceaſing to make Doubts and 
Diſtinftions; to make Knots and undo them, 
whereby they enſnare themſelyes, and mar 
others. Of ſach Vanity were the Schoolmen 
guilty ; bewitching too many Men in former and 
later times, to the conſuming of their Bodies, 
and waſting of their Strength, in unprofitable 
Trifles, deſerving Reprehenſion. What Vanity 
more unprofitable than this? What Life more 
unhappy? This Moth conſumes the richeſt 
Gifts of Nature, and frets the pureſt Metal of 


the Soul; envenoming ſometimes the whole 


Frame of it, filling it with Madneſs and Diſ- 
traction, and extinguiſhing the Light of Rea- 
ſon with too much Ventilation. To thoſe that 
are ſo unfortunately addicted, let me commend 
the Words of Solomon, In much Wiſdom is much 
Grief, and he that encreaſeth Knowledge, encreaſeth 
Sorrow. The more we underſtand, the more 
we perceive the Want of Underſtanding ; the 
further we diſcover our own Weakneſs, the more 
Grief we procure. As Socrates was wont to ſay, 
by the continual Addition of Knowledge, he 
| came 
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kame to know this one Ting, that he. knew no- 
thing. And Democrates, that lived One hun- 
dred and twenty Lears, and had ſpent moſt of 
them in Study, profeſs'd at his Death, that he 
did then begin to tn; and that it grieved him 
to leave his Learning when he had but the firſt 
Taſte of it. The ignorant ſort of People enjoy 
kind of Happineſs above tlie learned, in that 
they know not their Unhappineſs. The Years 
of our Childhood and Youth are more pleaſant 
to us, and freer from Iricumbrances, . than our 
elder Age; becauſe Perſons then diſcern not 
what they need; and therefore take no Care tb 
get it; nor are troubled with a Foreſight of 
their Wants before ' they feel them: But as 
Time proceeds, and Knowledge encreaſes; ſo 
our Life grows every Day more troubleſome. 
We perceive, by Experience, the Inconſtancy 
of Fortune, the Hardneſs of the World; and 
take care to prevent Neceſſities before they 
come. We read every Day of new Examples 
of Miſeries; and ſee new Rocks to beware of, 
and new Dangers to ſtand in fear of. What» 
ver Benefit accompanies our Knowledge, we 
are ſute this Evil attends it, that it fills us fuk 
ler of Doubts and Fears, and vexes us with 
Anxiety of Mind. The Subject's Life is in- 
deed more happy chan the Prince's; the Ser- 


ving: * Condition is eaſier than his Maß 
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-ter's; the Paſſengers in a Ship are nearer to 
-Quietneſs than the Pilot, becauſe. they have leſs 
to care for; they fear not Daggers, and there- 
fore are not incumber'd with;the: Thoughts of 
dem. As a Man in Neceſſity does not in his 
Bleep feel the Sting of his Sorrow, but whenche 
Awakes he awakes to the Senſe bf his Miſery 3 
o all the Sons of Adam (Heirs of this Wretch- 
edneſs). are happier in this Sleep of Ignorance, 
than in the Light of great Knowledge. There- 
fore, tho' we hear Solomon commending Wiſ⸗ 
dom, and preferring it before Ignorance, as Light 
chefore Darkneſs; yet we are ſure Darkness 
would better agree with our Infirmities than 


than look'd into. We then ſhall find Know- 
ledge to be a Comfort to us, and Science will 
be felt, as well as attain'd, after we are loos'd 
from our Mortal State. For having put off the 
Rags of our earthly Priſon, and being waiſh'd 
From our natural Pollution, in the Blood af that 
Lamb which takes away the Sins of the World, 
and placed in the glorious Body of the Church 
Triumphant, in whom is no Spot or Wrinkle$ 
how will it delight us to ſurvive our Vanity 
as well as Errors, and rejoice in the Preſence of 
Godf Then ſhall we know, - as' we are knuwn, 
and fee! no more the Shadow of : Things thro a 
Glaſs, lut Hare toiFace. We. thall behbld: "the 
T & 133 naked 


Light, becauſe they are fitter to be cover'd, 
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naked. F "WI of all Creatures; the Windows 
of our Eyes ſhall be opened, the Loors of our. 
Senſes broken up, the middle Wall of our Body 
removed far from us, and our Souls freely uſing 
their native Vigour, being no longer obſtructed 
and hinder'd by the bodily Organs. This 
Knowledge now remains for me, and I am 
grieved to be with-held from it. I have had 
enough, and too much, of the ſorrowful and 
unprofitable Knowledge of the Things of this 
World, tho' never acquainted with the Laby.. 
rinth of Study. I have ſeen the Uncertainty 
of Fortune in the Reigns of our famous Prin- 
ces, the Troubles of the State, the Changes of 
Great Ones, the wonderful Riſing of ſome, and 
the ſudden Fall of others, the Alteration of 
Time and Manners, the Inconſtancy of Opi- 
nions and Faſhions, the Interchanges of Peace 
and War, the moſt exorbitant and deviliſh En- 
terprizes undertaken with equal Secrecy -and. 
Subtilty, the Ruin of Pride and Hypocriſy, 
the Confuſion of Policy, and the Overthrow of 
Falſhood. I have been a Repreſentative Mem- 
ber in many Parliaments, where I daily learn'd 
new Leſſons of the World's Vanity, and aug- 
mented my Grief together with my Experience. 
More expreſsly at a late Meeting, when both 
the Honourable Houſes were une xpectedly, un- 
W and very ſuddenly difloly'd ; much 
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Time being ſpent, and nothing done, to the 
World's Wonder, and to the exceeding Grief 
and Diſcontent of all true © hearted Subjects. 
And now the diſtaſteful Memory of ſuch Know- 
ledge, and the unpleaſing Fruit of ſo many 
Years Obſervation, have wrought in me a ſet- 
tled Diſlike of all tranſitory Wiſdom, and an 
earneſt Deſire to be exalted to that Knowledge, 
which has no Sorrow annex d to it. Bleſs me 
with the Fruition of this, O God, when it 
ſhall pleaſe thee; and comfort me in the mean 
time with the Meditation n | 
V. FAREWELL at once to atl the outward 
Bleſſings of Nature, Strength, Health, and long 
Life : I go where J ſhall have no need of you, 
even to a Perfection of Bleſſedneſs, where all 
Complaints are wanting. The ſmall Comfort 
you afford in this Life, the Uncertainty in the 
Fruition, the Frailty of your Delights, have 
taught me, however you riſe in popular Eſtima- 
tion, to deſpiſe and leave you to the Admirers 
of Vanity. For what is the Strength of Man, 
that he ſhould glory in it? or the Arm of 
Fleſh, that he ſhould truſt in it? Man is 
weaker than Multitudes of unreaſonable Crea- 
tures, over whom he is created Lord. Naked 
and weaponleſs is he born in the World; no 
defenſive Covering, no offenſive Member given 
Find,” The To has his Sting, the Horſe 
2 | his 
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his Hoof, the Ox his Horns, the Wolf his 
Teeth, the Lion his Claws to defend himſelf; but 


Man, che weakeſt of all Creatures, is ſent into the 


World tender and hurtleſs, altogether unarmed, 
and nothing but his Reaſon allow'd for his Guard. 
Tis fooliſh therefore for him to vaunt of his 
Strength, and glory in that which is his greateſt 
Defect. Let the vain Boaſter of Puiſſance con- 
ſider the Power of the ſublunary Elements, 
which are dead and ſenſeleſs, and of all Things 
the moſt imperſect, unleſs by mutual Aid; and 
yet theſe exceed Man in Strength, even ave” 
than his Fellow- Creatures. The Earth ſuſtains 
all Things, and ſhrinks not; the Water, whoſe 
Weakneſs we turn to a Proverb, bears weighty 
Ships and Veſſels, which no Force of ours can 
ſtir on Land; the Air, driven by the Winds, 
rends mighty Oaks aſunder, and often cauſes 
Earthquakes; the Fire, ſtronger than all theſe, 
devours and puts all it finds into a Combuſtion, 
and tears, what the ſtrongeſt Arm cannot, into 
Rieces ; But our weak Nature is fo frail and 
feeble, that we can ſcarce bear our own Weight; 
yea, we are often cruſh'd with a poor Fall, and 
bruiſed with the Burden of our own Fleſh, 
We can endure neither the Heat of the Sun, 
nor the Cold of the Air, nor the Sharpneſs of 
the Wind, nor the Abſtinence of two Days 
Foods but our e is broken like a Pot- 
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ſherd. How quickly is it impair'd with Sick- 
neſs, waſted with Age, broken with Luſt, con- 
ſumed with Wearineſs, and gone away as a Puff 
of Wind: And yet this is that which young 
Men glory in, and boaſt of; turning an excel- 
lent Gift of Nature, very often, to their own 
Deſtruction; for we ſee our notable Fellows 
ever ſtraining and attempting Difficulties, till 
they meet with ſomething above their Strength, 
and burſt like a Bow with too much bending. 
Milo was a remarkable Example of this, whoſe 
Loins where ſo ſtrong, and Joints ſo firmly 
compact, that he was able to lift an Oak from 
the Ground, and bear it upon his Shoulder; 
but on the Confidence of his undertaking to 
pull up a Wedge, newly driven into a mighty 
Oak, he was caught ſo faſt by the Hand, that 
there he remain'd crying till the wild Beaſts 
found and tore him in Pieces. Samſon likewiſe 
periſh' d by his own Strength. Goliab, upon 
Pride thereof, preſuming to challenge the whole 
Holſt of //rae}, proved a notable: Example to 
Braggers; being fell'd by a Stone flung from 
the Hand of a Youngling. Such Examples Hi- 
ſtories are full of: Lea, tis the Wiſdom of 
God to confound the Strong in their Strength 
by contemptible Men, that my "_ tee . 
074 b& cheis any | 
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+» ANOTHER Sort of People, no leſs vain, 
boaſt of their Beauty, to whom I bid the like 
\ Farewel\ as they muſt of their Endowment, 
which is che moſt weak and tranſitory of 
Things: being no ocher than a Mixture of 
Colours, now glittering, but ſoon defac'd by a 
thouſand Accidents; ſcorch'd by the Sun; 
wrinkled by the Wind; wither'd by Sickneſs 
and Age, and ſubject to other Caſualties. I 
think myſelf more happy in the want of IT 
than others in the Enjoyment. 

As to the two other Bleſſings of Healib 
and Long- Life, T have had my Portion in 
them according to God's good Pleaſure, and 
am thankful to Him for them: Yet I muſt bid 
them Farewel alſo; and am ready to give 
them up, when God ſhall demand them back- 
My Health he has been graciouſly pleas'd to 
continue in the midſt of contagious Sickneſs, I 
have ſeen @ Thouſand fall beſide me, and wells 
nigh Ten thouſand at my Right-hand, and yet by 
his only Goodneſs, the Arrow did not come nigh 
me. And tho' my Sins deſerv'd no leſs than 
others, his Providence has lengthen'd my Life 
largely to the time of Old-Age; wherein tho” 
J find ſome Decay of Strength, yet he has 
given me Health of Body, and Ability of 
Mind: The Sorrow and Infimities incident to 
ſuch a Burthen of Old-Age he hath with- 
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Holden from me; and hath not bowed. my | 


Back, nor taken away my Eye-ſight; nor ſmit- 
ten me in my Underſtanding, nor weaken d thy 
Limbs, nor my Senſes;; but has preſerv'd my 
All intire to me, to en Service: Bleſſed 
be his Holy Name therefore. How can I ſuf- 
ficiently praiſe Him for his Goodneſs, in that 
he has vouchſaf d to bleſs me from my very 
Infancy, and to be with me from my Cradle? 
He has proſper'd all my Fravels and Endea- 
vours, and rais'd me from the Duſt of Pover- 
ty to a Fortune much greater than my Fa- 
thers. He has guided me in the Courſe of 
my worldly Affairs, as he did Jacob; and as 
wonderfully - pleas'd- to increaſe me from 2 
ſmall Beginning. So that the .. thankful Ac- 
knowledgment which that holy Patriarch took 
up wou'd well become me to rehearſe: Mitb 
my Staff, ſaid he, paſſed IT over this Jordan, 
and now I am become tuo great Bands For I 
may truly ſay and profeſs to the Glory of God, 
that with my Staff I paſſed over this River 
Severn, and now am I riſen, to a wealthy Por- 
tion. God has enrich'd me with great Abun- 
dance; and comforted me on every Side. He 
has given me Wealth, and the Power to uſe it; 
Honour, and the Happineſs to value it. And 
now — have J more to deſire of Him? but 
with David, that he would vouchſafe to ftand 
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by me, and not forſake me in my Old- Age, when 
am gray-beaded, till I have ſbew'd bis Strength 
to this Generation, am bis Power to thoſe that 
zoe after me. I deſite no longer Continuance 
here than to teſtify my Thankfolneſs to him in 
the Sight of the Living ; and then, welcome 
chat blefſed Hour, when-ever he ſhall appoint 
to fetch me hence. 


VE FAREWELL, in the laſt Place, to my. 


loving and dearly beloved 7Yife, the Joy of 
my Heart, the Stay and Comfort of mine Old- 
Age. Farewell likewiſe to my beloved Friends, 
the Solace of Proſperity, the Comfort of 
Adverſity. I have found your Kindneſs and 
Affection, in your Endeavours towards my Sa- 
tisfaction. Whether this Reſpect ſprung from 
the Love of my Fortune or myſelf, it is no 
Time now to enquire. I reft thankful a to 
you; and defire God to requite you, who by 
his gracious Providence” ſo ſupply'd me, that I 
was never burthenſome to you. I am going 
now, where I ſhall have no more need of you,
